Throughout his career he has 
conducted himself as if bound 
by an early vow always to 
fight against, never to forget, 
the widespread injustice, the 
indignities, which afflict the 
greater part of mankind and 
of which he himeelf had but 
a slight taste. 


In Wilderness

It is not surprising that in a 
regime governed by short- 
sighted opportunism, Danie! 
Mayer has for a number of 
years now found himself in 
the political wilderness. It is, 
by the same token, possibly | 
a hopeful sign that the poll- 
tical tide has of late begun | 
seemingly to run his way) 
again. 

It was in the dread years 
of the German occupation 
that Daniel Mayer rose to the 
supreme leadership of the 
Socialist Party. Before the 
war he had been social wel- 
fare editor of “Le Populaire,” 
the Party organ, and had 
founded in 1937 the National 
Union of Journalists. On 
the outbreak of hostilities, he 
saw active service a8 a vo- 
lunteer on the Ardennes front 
in May and June of 1940. 

After the fall of France, he 
went underground, helped 
publish clandestine news- 
papers, became Secretary of 
the outlawed Socialist Party 
in the Southern Zone and la- 
ter — in the absence of Leon 
Blum, held prisoner by Vichy 
and the Germans — was ap- 
pointed Secretary-General of 
the Socialist Party for the 
whole of France. 

That was in June, 1943. He 
became editor-in-chief of “Le 
Populaire.” After a brief ex- 
cursion to General de Gaulle's 
headquarters in London, he 
joined the Nationa! Council of 
Resistance inside France. He 
was fortunate enough to elude} 
the Gestapo. At the Libera- 
tion, he entered Parliament. 

In 1946, Daniel Mayer was 
succeeded by Guy Mollet as 
Secretary-General of the So- 
cialist Party. A couple of 
months later he became Min- 
ister of Labour in the short- 
lived Leon Blum Government, 
and held this post for the next’ 
three years, on and off, in six 


— 


many successive Cabinets. - 


1949 he resigned from 
the Queuille Government be- 
cause his proposal for a cost- 


and also because his col- 
leagues tolerated certain in- 
trigues, tainted with anti- 
semitism, of which he was the 
victim. In 1952, he was ousted
